A BRILLIANT FIGHT. is 

Tho close of the year 1877 will be re- 
markable in history for what was probably 
the last stand of tho Ottomans in Hurope 
-against their traditional Muscovite onomies. 
A truly. + stand they. made, aud it 
would be difficult to find in-all the records 
of ‘history, whether ancient or - modern, 
a more brilliant act of military herolem or 
one which brought into greater relief the 
admirable fighting qualities of the Turkish 
troops, England may algo claim some 
share in tho glory of that day, for it was, 
the division of General Baker which bore 
the wholo brunt of the. battle, and it was 
through the very able handling of his small 
force, coupled with the ready. response of 
his brave Turkish troops, that gave thom 
tho victory. 

On December 27 Ohakir Pasha, with his 
sorely tried army, was facing tho Russian 
forces up among the snowy heights. beyond 
Komarli, more than. 4,500 foot above the 
son. ., Ais chief, Suleiman Pasha, was then 
at Sophia, To the left rear of Chakir’s 
position, and come four miles away, lay-the 
now celebrated we of Tashkosen, #0 call 
from a village of that namo which Iles in 
the plain near the entrance to the defile, 
It was bere that Baker's division was 
stationed, in order to-watch the advance of 
the Russtans by the Ourlak Pass, which 
leads into the Sophia plata, This large 
eluvated plateau has on one side the Balkan 
and on the other the great Vitosh moun- 
tains ;. and these ranges meot at: the 
southern end, where they break away into 
steep but smaller hills somewhat resembling 
a troubled aea after a heavy. storm. The 
road from Sophia .to Slatitza threads its 
course by the side of a small river, which 
runs through these -hills and forms a pass 
some three miles in length. There is also 
énother route from the plain by a mountain 
track more to the weat—-s road which meets 
and turns the rear of the pass; but its 
course through the hilla fs intricate and 
not tompting to the advance of an army 
exoopt for a turning movement, Baker's 
foroo consisted of eight.battalions of in- 
fantry, six squadrons of cavalry, and seven 
pune all out 2,800 men. With those 

@ occupied the low hills which immediately 
touch the plain at the mouth of the pass 
On his right he placed. three guns and three 
battolions. of infantry ; on hia left one 
battalion of infantry,. with one also in 
reserve ; and on hia centre four guns and 
three battalions, His cavalry covered and 
watched tho -front and. flan ‘It may 
easily. be surmised that he employed 
his. cavalry to the greatest advantage, 
end it acon became apparent that the 


Russians wore advancing. in..force ovor-|. 


the’ mountains, “Scouts. also. brought in- 
formation: that the .Balkana had been 
crossed by the enemy more to tho east, and 
it was therefore certain that if Chokir at- 
Las tg to hold the position his whole arm 

would soon be surrounded and captured. 
This critical state of. affsira was reported 
to Sulelman Pasha; but the only answer 
youchsafed was that the army was to 
rematn in the position it ocoupied. Oa the 
28th it was evident that the Russians were 
atill receiving reinforcements, and they- 
advanced with twelva battalions of infantry, 
supported by cavalry and artillery; but 
finding the positions in their front ocoupied 
they retired. On the 29th a violent snow- 
storm procluded any movement of troops 
on either side. General Baker’s hend- 
quarters were with his advanced. guard in 
the village. of Tashkosen, opposite his 
centre, and at daybreak on the morning of 
the 80th his scouta came galloping in to 
say that the Russians were advaucing on 
the position in great: force, Bakor with 
his staff, together with his gallant friend 
Coen Burnaby, were quickly in tho 
aaddle and took up a position ona hill in 
the centre of the line. Tho servants and 
baggoge had barely time to get- out of #he 
village before the Russtan advanced guard 
were upon them, It was now evident that 
large reinforcements were daily arriving, 
and that the force opposed to them was no 
other than General Gourko. and his three 
divisions of the Imperial Guard, A heavy 
column, of cavi was neon advancing 
along the road leading to the pass, Baker 
waited until-the head of the column was 
within easy range, and then dropped some 
ehells- among the squadrons with’ puc 
effect that they turned and beat a hasty 
retreat. On the Russian right another 
largo body of cavalry was ‘seen reconnoitr- 


ing in a very significant manner the bills 


and mountain ape to the west (before 
alluded to), which turaed the rear of the 
pass. No general movement was, however, 
made, atid the day passed in quiet. Baker 
mow made strong representations to Chakir 
Pasha of the danger of the situation and of 
the absolute necessity for a retreat if the 
army was to be saved, Suleiman Pasha 
had retited to some unknown quarter} 
and, as no orders could be recelved from 
him, it was finally decided that Chakir 
would remove his baggege and army on 
tho following evening, while Baker was to 
hold his position at-all hazards; in order to 
cover the retreat upon: Bazardjik, Such 
was the arrangement as night fell on the 
scene December 80th,

It was now four o'clock, Baker had 
brought up his resorve, but all his forces 
had been.terribly thinned by the constantly’ 
recurring attacks of the outnumberlng 
Ruasians, There was at last a pause in the 
battle, and evidently « great movement 
amongast the Russian ranks and preparation 
for a final ‘assault upon Baker's position, 
Tt may be imagined how the energles of 
that general had been called upon during 
the long and trying day. " Stipplies of am- 
munition bad to be provided for, drooping 
spirits encouraged, gaps filled up, and every 
movement of the enemy. watohed and 
counteracted. At length, as the sun was 
touching the horizon, the impending storm 
burat upon his almost. exhausted left and 
centre.
